Veterinary School at Ayort, Frtnee, com- 
ra»jnicaied to the Imperial Academy of 
ifedicine In May last, the re»ulti of in- 
restigatibns upon the poisonous properties 
acquired by brine, after a considerable 
ength of time, in which pork or other 
meats had been naked or pickled. Although 
ho nature of the poison is involved in con- 
siderable obscurity, its existence is clear- 
ly demonstrated. The poisonous proper- 
ties ar* acquired in two or three months 
after the preparation of the brine, and its 
use then, mixed with food for any length 
of time, even although in small quantities, 
may produce death. A simple solution of 
salt iu water, alter the same length of 
time, does not produce the same effect.— 


The poiwn acts as a local irritant, exciting, 
violent intestinal congestion and inflainma-: 
lion; it likewise increases the secretion of 
the akin anil kidneys, and exerts a direct 
effort upon 
tlia 
nervous system, giv- 


ing rise to trembling, loss of sensation, 
convulsions, &c. ' Kxperiinents were tried 
with it, in.lhe Veterinary school, 
upon 


horses, dogs and pigs. As brine is some- 
times used « second time for pickling, and 
lor other 'purposes, these facts should be 
reraembered.^-Bostbn Trav.
